Ground for this EE than the two ſuſpected Pillars, 
found out not far from Tangier, which in Phænic ian Cha- 
racters are ſaid to have an Inſcription to this purpole : Nos 
fugimus d facie Joſuæ filis Nave. Others again are of O- 
pinion, that the Poſterity of Phut, the Son of Cham, were 
the firſt Inhabitants of this City and Country, becaule of a 
River there ſtill bearing that Name. 

But not to ſpend Time in Conjectures about her Original; 
When Rome was famous for Conqueſts, and Mauritania 
was brought under her Yoak, T7 zngis (now Tangier) was 
thought worthy to give the Name to Mauritania T ingita- 
ua Aud under the Romans was of ſo great Eſteem, that 
Claudius made her a Colony, calling it Traducta Julia. 
When this City had the Happineſs to become Chriſtian, ir 
was made a Biſhop's See. And we read of one Marcellus 
caſting away his Military Girdle for the fake of Religion, 
and ſuffering Martyrdom here in the Time of Diocleſian. 
But the Glory of this ancient City began at length to de- 
cline with the Roman Greatneſs, and to languiſh like many 
other Limbs of that overgrown Empire. For when the Yan- 
dals broke into Barbary, Tangier became their Slaye, and 
endured their cruel Tyranny, till that great Captain Beli- 
ſarius forced them thence, and reſtored it to Juſtinian. 
In which Happinels ſhe remained, till Oſinan III. Caliph of 
the Saracens, conquering Barbary, took her from the Ro- 
mans, and added her to the Kingdom of Fez. 

Under this {ad Change, both of Government and Religi- 
on, Taugier continued, until A/phonſo redeemed her out of 
the Hands of thoſe unjuſt Poſſeſſors, peopled her again with 
Chriſtians, and made her the Stage of many heroick Acti- 
ons: His Inc us ſions into the neighbouring Country were 
little Congueſts, frequently baffling the Moors, and ſo long 
ſpoiling their Flocks and Herds, rill at laſt, enraged by ſuch 
continual Plunders, they raiſed a numerous Army, and with 
thirty ſix Guns (as ſome report) advanced to beſiege Tan- 

* gier; 


gier; but were violently repulſed, ſay ſome ; others ſay, 
fairly treated off by the Portugueſe : In whoſe Poſſeſſion - 
(to the Envy and Anger of Hain) Tangier continued, till 
it became Engliſh. The Circumſtances of which Alteration 
are ſo well known, that it were ſuperfluous to relate them. 
The Earl of Peterborough, (her firſt Eugliſb Governor) 
after ſome ealy Oppoſitions, having taken poſſeſſion of Tan- 
gier, met with Difficulties on all Hands: The Moors grew 
jealous of their new Neighbours, chiefly becauſe they were 
more numerous than their old, and their Valour more re- 
nown'd. Gayland, (chief Goyernor of the adjacent Coun- 
try) though ar firſt he entertained the Earl with Overtures 
of Peace, yet he took all Occaſions to try the Exgliſßh Me- 
tal. Several times he encountred, and oyercame ſome of 
our #unwary Parties; which gave no leſs Diſcouragement 
to ours, than Heart to his own Soldiers. But to ſhew how 
Things thrived under that Noble Perſonage the Earl of Pe- 
terborough, is not the Deſign of this Paper. But yet the 
Face of Affairs was not of the beſt Complexion, if you will 
believea Letter at that time writ to Zng/and, telling us, That 
the Soldiers were eaten up of Wants, cowed with their fre- 
quent Misfortunes, poſſelfed with an Opinion the Moor was 
invincible: That nothing was ſo terrible to them as an Al- 
heic and Cymiter : That the Gates had been for a long Time 
lock'd up, Sc. Victuals, Cloaths, Sc. ſcarce, and even not 
to be had, Sc. But what relates to the firſt Condition of 
Tangier upon its becoming * 1 leave you to collect 
out of the Narrative of the Earl of Teviot; in which, if I 
exceed the Laws of. Lettering, your Command is my A- 
pology. 5 
The Earl of Teviot, upon the leaving of Dunkirk, where 
he had been Governor, was by his Majeſty appointed to.go 
in the ſame Character to Tangier: Where he arrived May r. 
1663; and forgetting the Weariſomneſs of a tedious Voy- 
age, and waving the Ceremonzes of Reception, the Afﬀter- 
A 2 noon 
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noon-of his Arrival he ſpent in viewing the Stores of Pro- 
viſions, How he found them, need not be mentioned: For 
the hungry Looks of the Soldiers, and their Exclamations 
for Piuchgut- money (that was the Word) declared, that 
Tang ier for a long Time had kept a niggardly Houle ; and 
that either her Plenty or Liberality had been but little. 

But the provident Earl (remembring how the Heduars 
Negligence ro bring in Corn for the Relief of the Roman 
Army, had like to have coſt Cz/ar his Fortunes againſt the 
Helvetians) had made Preventions of the like Miſchief, and 
ſo ordered Things, that Tangzer ſhould ſtill be provided with 
ſuch abundance, as that an ordinary Accident ſhould not re- 
duce her to Want. Which careful Foreſight nothing cauld 
hinder from being effectual, but the Negligence of the Vi. 
Fuallers. I examine not the State of other Stores; yet 
however he found them, his Care was to make them rich: 
And other Commodities which were ſcarce to be purchaſed 
at any rate, were within a ſhort Space after his Arrival to be 


had at very inconſiderable Prices. 


Every Day brought the Earl new Troubles ;: and the more 
he conſidered, the more he apprehended the Hardſhips of his 
aew Province; which made him often proteſt, That if he 
had foreſeen what he was to encounter, nothing but the Com. 
mand of his Prince could have obliged him to an *Under- 
taking wherein he was to wear out the Remains of his 
. in that thankleſs Office, the ending of 

Au.. | | 

He that has ſeen what Difficulties accompany the Reſto. 
ration of a Body to Strength, and to fecure it from relapſing, 
after ſome emaciating Diſeaſe has reduced it to a ſort of brea-+ 
thing Skeleton ; how every Stone muſt be cut and meaſured, 
hewn and poliſhed, that goes to mend thoſe Decays of Na- 
ture; and how at laſt any little Miftake may pull down what 
has fo long been a patching; he may by ſome faint Reſem- 
hlance be able to conjecture how much Watchfulneſs —_ n- 

fy. 


| a hs 
duſtry was neceſſary to recover the Health of a Body Mi. 
litary, whole Belly was ſhrivel'd with Hunger, Hands na- 
ſty with Idlenels, and whoſe very Heart was broken with 
ill Succeſs. Beſides, who knows not but that after- games 
in Courage, are as dangerous as thoſe in Reputation ? 

Such was the Condition of Taugier, that it would ſcarce 
admit of Con ſultat ion; ſomething was inſtantly to be done. 
And the Earl. who had Tack Time for his Motto, would 
not ſuffer a Minute thereof to ſlip through his Fingers, or 
the leaſt Opportunity to be eaten up of Delay. Dangers 
appeared on all Hands; nought heed, of but Anakims ; and 
{ome, either to diſſemble their own Cowardice, or to dil- 
hearten-the preſent Undertaking, as likely to diſparage for- 
mer Proceedings, preached up the Moors Valour as uncon- 
troulable, and that their cunning was beyond defeat. O- 
thers, who rather wiſh'd the Earl's Safety than his Honour, 
and loved Teviot better than the General, ſtrongly diſſwa- 
ded him from going out of the Gates: And others again 

ropheſied his coming ſhort home, if he ventured far abroad: 
Moſt thought the City in no- Security but under Lock and 
Rey; and as Men fallen in Love with their Priſom nothing, 
by them ſeemed ſo much feared as Enlargement. 

The Earl gave every Story the Patience of his Ear, and 
without betraying the leaſt Token of daring Confidence, 
or drooping Deſpair, he began gently to compoſe the Af- 
fairs of the Gariſon. Firſt he viewed the Number of his 
Forces, which with 400 Reoruits brought with him, would! 
not amount to the Number which the Muſter-rolls had pro- 
miſed in #»g/and :. A. thing that coſt the Earl no-{mall Re- 
ſentment, who knew the Dangers of falſe Muſters, elpeciat- 

where there was no —— Men. | 

The ſecond Pay after: his Arrival, he reduced the Tub 
Regiments into one, and took Care to tranſport the Reform 
ed. having firſt diſcharged their Arrears :- His next Ad of: 
uſtice (for the former was. no lels to his Majeſty's Service) 

c he. 
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he opened the City- gates, and in Perſon 40 alone, took a 
View of the Ground next the Walls, marking the beſt Grats 
for Hay, and the fitteſt Places to eſſay a Fortification : 
W hence he returncd fate with this Inteiligence, That no- 
thing but Sweat and Blood was to water his Laurels ; that 
he was to proceed with the ndrſtry of the Ox, and not 
with the Force of the Lion. The Horſe he commanded 
our to forage, ſetting others to mow and make Hay; where- 
by the Want of that Proviſion was quickly well ſupplied, 
and allo many Places made bare, which by tallneſs of the 
Graſs made them more conyenient for the Enemy's Ambuſh. 
The fourth Day after his Arrival, having reduced the Eu- 
gliſh Foot to one Regiment, he march'd them out of the 
Gates. | N 
Upon the fifth, being Tacſday (a Day auſpicious to the 
Earl, and /0/emn to his Entrance upon any conſiderable Af, 
fair) he begaa a little Redout in a Place where the Enemy 
uſed to lay their Ambuſh, and from whence they mighr 
command ſome Part of the City-walls. This Redout pro- 
ceeded ſo well, that within few Days it was finiſhed, with 
Lines and Trenches. In the mean time the Earl in Perſon 
every Night laid Perdvesto prevent Surprilals ; it being the 


Moors Cuſtom to plant their Ambuſcade a little before Day. 


And now began the Gariſon to expreſs their Reſolution and 
Courage in undergoing the Difficulties and Hardſhips of Mi- 
litary Diſcipline, not fainting under the tedious Travels 
which attend great and warlike Deſigns, until the Earl had 


. finiſhed five Redouts, and forced Gaylaud into a Truce. 


The Roman Empire (faith Appian) was raiſed to its great- 


. ..nels, not by Fortune, or good Luck, but by Valour, Pati- 


ence of Want and Hardſhip: And Tangier could not have 
arrived at that State in which Teviot left it, but by Sweat 


and Watchfulneſs, without yielding to Danger, or giving 


Place to Eaſe. The generous Diligence of his Officers and 
others, did much alleviate the Earl's Travels: For they 


diſ- 


„ tl gy 
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diſputed not his Orders, but even ſeemed to flatrer him in 
an emulous Execution of his Commands, ever praiſing their 
Happineſs to ſerve under a General, who wanted neither 
Wiſdom nor Juſtice, to value and reward their Merits. 
The firſt Redour being finiſhed, about the 7th of June, 
the Earl laid the Foundation of a ſecond, more conſiderable 
for Size, Situation, and Strength, than the former. In the 
building of this, he was daily interrupted by the Moors, 
who meeting in Parties, gave continual Alarms. And it 
conduced not a little to the Earl's Succeſs in theſe firſt Eſ- 
ſays, that Gay/and was march'd: (with the main Body of his 
Army) againſt Sallee, which as yet was under the Com- 
mand of Abdalla Ebu Mahumed Ebn Abebeker, vulgarly 
called the Sazur. Bur , adviſed of what was doing in 
the Fields of Tangier, Gaylaud march'd back in great Haſte, 
and with all the Forces he could raiſe, advanced toward the 
Earl, who upon June 15th, was luckily informed thereof 
by a Negro; who running away from Gay/and, made Tan- 
gier his Sanctuary. The Negro's Tydings of Gay land's be- 
ing in the neighbouring Woods and Vallies with his whole 
Army, was the next Day confirmed by another Moor. 
Whereupon the General ordered his Affairs accordingly, 
and put himſelf in ſuch a Poſture as he judged fitteſt to re- 
ceive an Enemy, whom Succeſs had made confident and 
hardy. 
The next Morning. being Sunday, the Earl (contrary to 
his Cuſtom) ſtaid from Church, in Expectation of the 
Moors But that ſubtle wary People would not raiſe their 
Ambuſhes, laid cloſe to our Lines, till they ſaw our Reſerves 1 
drawn off. Nor was this done, till a Party of Horſe had © 
firſt diſcovered the Ground; which returning, confidently 8 "GH 
affirmed, No Enemy was within two Miles of the City. 
The Earl (truſting the Report) about mid-day retired to the 
upper Caſtle; where he was no ſooner entred, but the 


Moore, ſwift and ſudden as Lightning, were fallen upon 
ous 
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our Out. Guards, and begun to ſtorm Pole- Fort, then but 


half built; but it was ſo bravely defended with Hand-Gra- 
nadoes, that the Moors were ſoon forced to forſake their 
Attempt. The Ground about the ſaid Fort, and the ſeveral 
Avenues, were thick ſown with Galtraps; a Grain which 
ſeem'd the more ſtrange to the ſhoeleſs Moors, in that they 
reap'd it with their Feet. The Granadoes and Galtraps o 
cool'd their Impetuouſneſs, that they were wary for the fu- 
ture how they came near the Forts and Lines. In this firſt 
Engagement with the Earl, the Enemy expreſſed great Re- 
ſolution and Courage. One of them (a ſtout brave Fellow) 
purſued ſome of the Eugliſh to within forty Paces of the 
Gate, and had not ('tis like) ſtaid there, if not ſtop'd by 


Death. The General would very gladly have taken him a- 


live, to know of him what Opinion or Fate made him ſo 
deſperate, as to throw himſelf into Dangers, which in hu- 
man Reaſon he could not hope to overcome. 

The Moors being driven from their Attack of the Fort, 
poſſeſſed themſelves of the Lines, fixing thereon three Co- 
lours, which according to their Military Laws, their Sol- 
diers were bound to defend. The Earl, with ſeveral O ffi- 
cers and Reformades preſſed them out of the Trenches, 


and with ſuch excellent Conduct managed the Diſpute, that 


in two Hours not one of the Enemy could be met with. 
Few Engliſh were this Day killed or wounded, but in run- 
#ing away. And the Moors being very careful to carry off 
their ſlain, left but ſeventeen behind them. The Fight be- 
ing ended, as too violent to laſt long, the Earl took this 
Occaſion to ſalute Gay/and with the following Letter in 


Spaniſh.

This Letter was kindly received by Gay/and, and the next 
Day anſwered in paniſh, thus tranſlated.

* come. But I knew not you were come into theſe Parts: 
s« For Perſons of your Quality and Character, uſe firſt to 
* give notice of cheir coming; and not to diſpoſe of any 
Thing in another's Land, as your Excellency hath don 
in mine. 
*« I gave Order to my Vaſſals, that, Occaſion offering, 
they ſhould give good 8 to all belonging to your 
Excellency, as they did to the Soldier they took the o- 
ther Day; whom I charged ſhould be well treated.

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« As to your Correſpondence, I much eſteem it; and as 
*« to what has formerly paſs'd, it was the Fault of the for- 
« mer Governor, as you may inform your ſelf, I expected

grant your Excellency the Years I deſire. |

The Earl received the Letter with good Reſpect; and ha- 
ving very courteouſly entertained the Meſſenger, he diſmiſ- 


{ed him with this Anſwer. | 
66 2 I received your Excellency's Letter, by the 
66 Hand of your Domeſtick, who brings back this. 
« And if there has been any Fault on my Part, in not ob- 
«« ſerving the Rites of your Country, it was a Sin of Igno- 
«+ rance, for which your Excellency has ſufficiently chaſti- 
*« zed me. 

] much eſteem the good Quarter which your Excellen- 
« cy commanded to be given my Soldier. If my Fortune 
give me the like Occaſion, I will repay it with Intereſt. 

„As to a Peace and good Correſpondence between the 
«« King my Maſter and your Excellency, there wants no- 
thing but a Diſpoſition on your Excellency's Part to have 
it effected. And if your Excellency deſire. I will ſend 
you Perſons fit to treat about it. God preſerye your Ex- 
„ cellency many and happy Years. '

But theſe Overtures of Friendſhip pauſing a while, the 
Earl in the interim (with ſignal Diligence) purſucd the Build- 
ing of Forts. The Time he could ſpare from being in Perſon 

al 
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at that Work, he ſpent in ſettling and compoſing things be- 
longing to the Town and Port. All emergent Diderences he 
decided according to their freſh Circumſtances; which he 
did with ſuch Speed, that Conteſts were as ſoon ended as 
known; and with ſuch general Satisfaction, that none dif. 
uſted his Dec iſions, ſave ſome humourſome Palates, which 
could reliſh nothing but what they cooked themſelves. But 
the Earl was not much moved with ſuch Carriage; though 
he would ſoon reſent their ww, a & whom he ſaw ready 
to contradict what was apparently juſt, becauſe it ſuited nor 
with their Caprices. 
And ere I go further, give me leave to ſtep back to June 
the 5th, to acquaint you how at that Time Tuo Meſſengers 
came from Sallee, ſent by the Saint to congratulate the 
Earl's coming to 7angzer, and to ſollicit his Aſſiſtance in re- 
lieving the Caſtle of Sallee, reduced to a Want of all Sorts 
of Proviſions, and to ſettle a fair Correſpondence. One of 
theſe Meſſengers was a French Renegado, of a facetious Hu- 
mour, and quick Apprehenſion; the other a ſtri& zealous 
Moor, of a grave and reſerved Carriage, and of a very obli- 
ging Converſation. The Succels of the Earl againſt their E- 
nemy Gay/and, gave theſe Meſſengers. Cauſe of great Joy. 
The ſerious Moor would often rebuke the Earl for expoſing 
his Perſon to ſuch evident Hazards. After ſeveral Days 
friendly Entertainment, at their Requeſt, he ſent them back 
in a Ship of his own, appointing ſeveral Gentlemen to wait 
upon them to the aint; to whom he made ſuch Preſents as 
he judged moſt ſuitable ro his Want. How much the Saint 
was delighted with the Earl's generouſneſs, both toward his 
Ambaſſadors and himſelf, you may | adn from this enſu- 
ing Letter, engliſhed out of Arabicł.

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We gave alſo to your Legates two ſpecial Horſes, and 
a few Cattle, as the Time permitted, and they likewiſe 
bought ſome Horſes as the Time ſerved, and then depart- 
*« ed from us well contented. But we are always with you 
in that inviolable Love and Friendſhip, which neither Di- 
«« ſtance of Place, nor Length of Time ſhall ever diſſolve. 
« And as for our Country Barbary (blefſed be God) all of 
«« jt that is loyal, and in Obedience to us, whether Moun- 
« tains, Plains or Cities, you have free Paſſage into them 
in Love and Friendſhip, to converſe and trade as you pleaſe, 
and to manage all your Affairs. And this will be of great 
Advantage unto us, if it pleaſe God we live, and the Ge- 
«« neral take the Caſtle of the Port Town, and the Rebels 
return wholly to their Obedience, and then you ſhall nor 
apologize for us, or excule us in any Service we can do 
„you. But we requeſt you to excuſe us at preſent, as to 
*« the reſt of your Deſires, being aſſured, that we ceaſe not 
to encounter and fight thoſe Enemies which have broken 
Covenant with us, that ſo they may ſhortly (if God pleaſe) 
return to their Allegiance. 
And we entreat you to grant our Seryants, the Inhabi- 
tants of the Port, your beft Aſſiſtance in whatever they 
„ ſhall need of your Help and Supply. And whatloeyer of 
dour Conlorts ſhall come to you, we beſeech you not to be 
«+ wanting in your Care towards them. | 
«« Burt the moſt earneſt and important Buſineſs, which con- 
©«<« cerns us to mention to you is, for a great Ship to ly at the 
*+ Port between us and the Enemy, on Purpoſe to cut off 
all Relief by Shipping from the Enemy: And * let it 
be haſtened, with irs Freight, Proviſion, and all other 
«« Neceſſaries. This is our chief Buſineſs, which we entreat 
«« you to accompliſh according to our Deſires. And any of 
your Ships that ſhall come to this Port, ſhall drive away 
« whatſocyer Merchant-ſhips they find there, and ſeize their 
« Goods. For the only Thing we are wanting in, and in

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«« need of Aſſiſtance, is this Buſineſs of the Merchants, 
Thus we have given you the full of our Deſires in what 
we have written: And let God accompliſh all your De-

The Superſcription, 


To the chief of the Nobles, Lord and Governor of Tangier, 
the Earl of Teviot, whom God preſerve. 


The Earl divided himſelf between the Affairs of the Town . 
and Camp, acting in the one a Fudge, in the other a Ca- 
ptain. Every Day brought him from Gay/and a Preſent or 
an Ambuſh; and, amidſt the little Truces, he ſtill made 
himſelf fitter for War. There appeared betwixt him and Gay- 
land a ſort of amicable Hoſtility; and it was eaſy to conje- 
ture, that nothing but the Want of a handſome Reſerve of 
Honour kept them from contraQting a Friendſhip. And tho” 
the Stripes both each Day received, prepared them more and 
more for a Complyance, yet that which haſtned Gayland 
thereunto, was the Earl's Succeſs on Jah the 16th, which 
was thus, OD | 
The Earl having at the utmoſt Zzzes placed a (St. Malo's) 
Guard of Dogs; upon Medue ſday about two a Clock in the 
Morning, 7uly 15. 1663, they diſcovered an Ambuſh of the 
Enemies Horſe. Upon notice whereof, all the Troopers 
were ordered to mount, eight of which the Earl command- 
ed to ride directly to the Place of Ambuſh ; himſelf with the 
reſt being cloſe by to ſuccour them. But it ſo happened, that 
the Moors finding themſelves diſcovered, were already upon 
the march, and, with an andaunted Reſolution, charged the 

Earl 
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Earl. The Engagement was very ſharp, and had doubtleſs 
proved very bloody, if both Sides had not willingly parted 
upon the Appearance of the Moreſto Foot; who, alarm'd 
with the Noiſe of this Combat, came down in great Num- 
bers from the neighbouring Hills. Upon this the Karl re- 
treated, and in all Haſte man'd the five Forts he had erected, 
furniſhing them with Proviſions ; and commanded the Horſe: 
to embody within the Lines, and to be. ready to ſuccour the 
Forts in caſe they ſhould be attacked. 

The Enemy preſently poſted themſelves. Thoſe that came: 
againſt the upper Caſtle _—_ the Advantage of a Weſterly 
Wind, ſet the Graſs on fire, already ſcorchd with the Sun; 
the Smoak of which, ſeconded with a Miſt from the Sea, hin- 
dered the playing of our Great-guns; and gave the Moors 

portunity to adyance unſeen, within Musket-ſhot of the 
Walls. But the Wind changing to the Eaſt, gave us the Ad- 
vantage it had given the Moors. The Enemy, as they were 
wont, fixed ſeveral of their Colours upon our Lines, which 
they were ſoon forced to fetch off. About fix at Night their 
whole Army drew off, and after a Conſultation of the chief 
Officers, Gay/and inſtantly ſent his Treaſurer with a White 
Bandrol, offering. Terms. of Peace. The Teaſurer having 
(according to their manner). in very few Words delivered his 
Meſſage, preſently returned, promiſing to come again next 
Morning; which he accordingly did, and brought with him 
a Letter of great Courtſhip, wherein Gay/and magnified his 
Happineſs, in that he hoped to have a Friendſhip with ſo 
brave an Enemy. | 

A perſonal Interview was concluded to be betwixt G4 
land and the Earl; only the Place was diſputed. Gay/and 
proffered to come into the Town: But to outdo that Bra- 
very, the Earl reſoved to treat with him at the Head of his 
Army ; which, contrary to the Sentiments of his Officers, he 
did-that Afternoon. And a Tent being pitched without the 
Lines, and furniſhed with rich Chairs and Carpets, 2 
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land drew up his Army about it; and the Earl, attended 
with Twenty of his Guards in rich Coats, rode thither to 
meet him. When he came to the Tent, Gay/and's Bro- 
ther was there ready to receive him; after came Gæyland 
wich his chief Officers. And being now met, without a- 
ny Ceremony, they inſtantly fell upon Propoſals of Peace, 
which Gaylaud promiſed ſhould be effected by the Agents 
he would ſend the next Day. The Interview was con- 
cluded with a Banquet, and all parted with great Satisfa - 
Qion. ee 2 
The next Morning, according to Gay/and's Promiſe, Com- 
miſſioners came with full Powers to conclude a Peace. On 
July 21. the Articles of Peace were ſigned by the Earl, who 
ſent Commiſſioners to have the fame done by Gand at Ar- 
Sila. The Commiſſioners returned 7uly 23. and on the 26. 
after a general Muſter, in the Evening the ſeveral Companies 
took up their uſual Poſts; and with Small-ſhot and great 
Guns, the Earl commanded to falute the Peace; which was 
alſo done by the Frigates in the Bay. Gayland allo the fame 
Night cauſed Bonefires to be made upon the more eminent 
Hills round about. And now nothing appeared but Marks of 
Satisfaction and Friendſhip. Gay/and and the Earl continual- 
ly complimented one another with Letters and Preſents ; 
and Affaits were ſo wiſely managed, that the Engliſb and 
Moors ſeemed to differ in nothing but Religion. | 
Affairs being now reduced to that Condition, which but 
a few Days before could ſcarce have been hoped for, the Earl 
prepared to ſee England. But by reaſon of ſome interveening 
Buſineſs, he put off his Journey until Auguſt the 27. 1663. 


On which Day he went aboard the Foreſight, which weigh- 


ed Anchor the next Morning. But ere I proceed in the Narra- 
tive of the Earl, I muſt not omit to tell you, that betwixt the 
Conclufion of the Peace, and his going to England, he took 
all Opportunities to carreſs the . giving leave alſo to 
| ſeveral Gentlemen of the Gariſon to viſit the Country under 
Gay- 
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Gayland's Seguro. By which Means he became the better 
acquainted with many things tending to the Intereſt of his 
Government. He allo in the Interim ſent a Preſent to the 
Sheck of Anjera, who received it with great Satisfaction, 
as the following Letter demonſtrates, writ to the Earl in A. 
rabick; and being firſt made Spaniſh, is here Engliſhed.

But ere I proceed, give me leave to acquaint you with 
the Earl's ſingular Carefulneſs to carry an equal Hand in all 
Controverſies that happened betwixt the Chriſtians and thoſe 
Jews that were reſiding upon the Place. He was no Stran- 
ger to the ill Nature of the later, and how it was their In- 
tereſt to fayour the.Concerns of the. Moors, as being the moſt 
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of them born amongſt them, and greatly ſympathized in 
their Cuſtoms. Beſides, many of them were only come to 
Tangier to trade, having left their Wives and Children in the 
Moors Dominions. But befides that, both by Nature and 
Religion, he was enclined to an impartial Juſtice ; he knew 
that to do otherwiſe, would ſoon open the Mouth of a cla- 
morous Jew, loudly to traduce him to the Moors; and there- 
by inſtill an ill Opinion both of his Perſon and Religion. 

His ſecond Care was to remove from the Moors all Suſpi- 
cion of any intended Invaſion of their COMET: with which 
they ſeemed ſturdily poſſeſſed, To this End he let them plain- 
ly and ſincerely know, that the King his Maſter had not ſent 
him to conquer, but to rent their Land; That the chief de- 
ſign of his being ſent thither, was not to make War, but to 
ſettle a Peace; and to promote ſuch a friendly and ſafe Traf- 
-fique, as might conduce to the Advantage of both. By which 
Declaration, ſeconded with Practice, the Earl attained to ſuch 
an Eſteem with the Moors, that they would name him with a 
ſort of Veneration. And underſtanding that he was one grown 
old in military Attempts, they concluded that he was a Per- 
ſon deſtined for great Atchievements; and that his very Re- 
putation fought in his Soldiers. Upon his going for England. 
I heard the Illuſtriſſimo's of Tetuan paſſionately wiſh his ſpee- 
dy and ſafe return to Barbary; which was alſo deſired by 

ayland, as you may collect from the following Letter ſent 


by him to the King.

« could do no leſs than accompany him with my Letters, 

and to ſignify unto your Majeſty the Peace he has con-

I hope, through the Favour of God, that the Peace we

«« eſt Happineſſes I can offer, to give you to underſtand our 
Delight therein. God grant your Majeſty large Felicities, . 
and preſerve you. Arz1la, Sept. 10. 1663. 


The Earl being arrived in Eng/and, he was, by important 
Concerns of his own, invited to take a Journey into Scotland, 
his native Soil; which Journey, as every thing elle, he per- 
formed with ſo great Celerity, that he returned to Tangier 
on the 14th of the following Month, which was preciſely 
eight Days before the Expiration of the Peace. The ſame 
Evening that he landed, he removed not from the Water- 
ſide at Zangzer, till the Horſes brought for Recruits were. 
boated aſhore. 

The next Day he ſaluted Gayland by Letter, who 
the Receipt thereof, ſent a Propio to congratulate the Earl's 
ſafe Arrival, and to let him know how that, out of Civility 
and to favour him, he had granted the Lieurenant-Govyernor 
a Continuation of the Peace tor two Months, without any 
Variation of the firſt Articles. | 

The Earl returned Gay/and Thanks; but withal aſſured 
him, That it was not in his Power to prolong the Peace be- 
yond the firſt Concluſion, unleſs he were permitted to for- 
tify ; as he was ordered by his Maſter. But that in honour 
to the Lieutenant-Governor's Agreement, and to ſhow his 

Reſpect 
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reſpect to Gayland, he would make good every Particular 
of the Articles that were for the Moors Advantage. 

Gay/and hereupon asked (and was granted) Racen Days 
Space to conſult with his Grandees, and gave the Earl to 
underſtand, that during that Time he might follow his For. 
tiſicat ions without Interruption. 

Jan. 23. Gayland ſent in his Secretary to let the Earl 
know, that if he would have the Peace prolonged, they 
were to come to new Articles. The Secretary was a Spa- 
niſh Renegado, of a bold, not to fay infolent Diſcourſe. 
He ſpoke highly in his Maſter's Behalf, and in a braving 
Language hectored the Earl fo loudly with Gay/and's Great- 
neſs and Puiſſance, that he was forced at laſt to bid him tell 
his mighty Maſter, that if he came within his Lines, he 
would ſend him to beg Pardon, for his Treſpaſs, of the King 
of Great Britain. 

The fifteen Days granted Gay/and for Conſultation being 
ended, he ſent a Son of the Sheck of Anjera to confer with t 
the Earl, who told him, the Mahomedan Law forbad them 
to ſuffer the Chri/tzan to erect: Fortifications in their Coun- 
try; and that if the Earl would not deſiſt from that Work, 
he was not to expect any longer Continuance of the Peace. 
To which Meſſage the Earl made no other Reply, but that 
the Sword ſhould decide whether Mahomed's Law or his Ma- 
ſter's Orders were more powerful: That he would neither 
take nor give Quarter: That he would obſerve every Tittle 
of the Articles, and fo lay the Breach of Peace at Gayland's 
Door. And ſo the War was declared by beat of Drum 
through the Streets. | 

The next Day the Earl ſet upon building of Fort- Charles, 
on the Hill next the Upper-Caſtle ; whole Situation was ad- 
vantageous, not only to ſecure a conſiderable Quantity of 
Ground for the Service of the Gariſon, but alſo to diſcover 
the Enemy at a great Diſtance. And if he had lived to com- 


pleat what he there deſigned, I believe no Force would have 
4 Over 
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oyercome it but that of a Famine. He had ſcarce finiſhed one 
half Baſtion, when on the laſt of February 1663, Gayland 
with his whole Army came againſt it : The Fighr laſted two 
Days, in all which time the Trenches were ſo well contri- 
ved, that we loſt but one Man. On the ſecond Day's Com- 
bat, Gay/and commanded his Standard to be fixed in the ye- 
ry Mouth of the Fort, and even dared the Earl to touch it. 
And the greateſt Part of the Day being ſpent in pelting ar 
one another, in the Evening the Earl commanded a Squa- 
dron of Horſe to fetch off the flanting Standard; who ha- 
'ving bravely done it, it was ſet up upon the half Baſtion : 
Which was no ſooner perceived by the Moors, but they im- 
mediately — ſeeming much perplexed at this Diſ- 
grace. os 4 , 
Ke After this, the Moors appeared no more, but in ſmaller 
Parties. On March 13, the Earl with his Troops had a ſe- 
vere Encounter with ſome of their beſt Cavalry, and was 
hard pur to it to come off with Honour. On March 27, 
1665, he counter-ambuſh'd a ſtrong Party of Horle, which 
was ſeconded with a Reſerve of Foot. After a ſhort Dil- 
pute, the Moors ran, and were purſued by the Earl, until 
the Woods and Rocks compelled him to deſiſt. Two of 
their ſlain were brought off, one of which had ſeyeral Things 
about him that ſpake him to be a Per ſon of Condition. This 
happened upon a Sunday: L. A. Chaplain to the Gariſon 
having read Prayers, and preached in the General's Tent, 
(which was never omitted) the Earl commanded the two 
dead Bodies of the Moors to be decently wallfd and ſhrowd- 
ed; and ſo laying them on two Biers, ſent them with a 
White Flag to their Friends. The Earl on Horſeback, and 
'the Troopers in military Order, attended the faid Corpſe to 
the very Margent of the Ground that was granted him by 
-Gayland in the Time of the Peace, where the Moors with a 
white Bandrol received them. They expreſſed great To- 
kens of their Thankfulneſs for this Humanity; | which 
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the Earl (as he deſigned) greatly upbraided that barbarous- 
Butchery exerciſed by the Moors upon the Bodies of thoſe 


unhappy Engliſh that fell into their Hands. 

T hele Succeſſes of. the Earl much abated the Moors fre- 
quency and reſoluteneſs in Ambuſcades; but had no other 
Influence upon him, ſave the encouraging of his Cares, 
which yet for all this were very much daſh'd, by a Want of. 
Materials to carry on the intended. Horn-work, Sc. The 
ſnarling old Duke of Medina Celi, angry at, and envying 
the Earl's Proceedings, denied him Pratique in Main, as to- 
the Things he moſt needed; which conſtrained him to fend 
to Portugal for Lime, Sc. and though it was there to be 
had,. yet the Diſtance was ſo great. and hazardous, that ir. 
was very difficult to fetch it. Bur if he had been ſufficient- 
ly furniſhed with. Materials to carry on.the Eortifications, in 
a few Months he would have made Tangzer ſtrong enough to. 
defy the Force and Cunning of the Moors.. And beſides that. 
this lack of Lime, Sc. hindered the Work, it allo gave Oc- 
caſion to the Earl to venture too much abroad, and put him. 
upon that fatal Action of May the 4th 1664, the Thoughts: 
of which are ſo unpleaſant, that you muſt pardon me, if L 
totally pals it over in Silence. | 

Thus you receive what you. have ſo often requeſted; and: 
what I have writ, is only an innocent Narrative of the more 
remarkable Paſſagas betwixt Gay/and and the Earl of Teviot. 
They all happened in the Space of. ſix. Months, the Earl be- 
ing little longer Reſident in Tangier. And if we may di- 
vine by what he did in ſo ſhort a Space, what he would have 
done had he lived; we may W. conclude, he would have 
made Tangier as famous an Engliſb Colony, as it was once 
a Roman. But all was cruſh'd in his unfortunate Death. 
And while I reflect upon that gn Cautiouſneſs he uſed in 
all Adventures, I cannot but wonder by what Star he was 
led to that which was his laſt. | 

Having now given you. a ſhort Account of the. Antiquity,

of _ and of what happened there upon its firſt beco- 


ming Engliſh, I leave you to your own Deduttions. And 
ſhall trouble you no further, than with an [n#zmatzon of the 
Earl of Teviot's Opinion of the Town, Fortification and 
Mole. | 

As to the firſt, he thought its Situation ſo healthy and 

leaſant to live in, and ſo adyantageous either to annoy or 
protect all Traffick into the Medzterranean, that he won- 
dered it had ſo long continued in the lazy Poſſeſſion of the 
Portugueſe, and that neither Europe nor Africa ſhould at- 
tempt its Conqueſt. 
But though he much admired the Situation of the Place, 
yet he greatly diſliked irs Strength ; and in the Condition he 
found it, he thought it altogether undefenſible. For not- 
withſtanding that the Mole, when come to Perfection. 
would ſecure it on that Side next the Sea; yet that Side of 
the Town next the Land, he ſaw to ſtand in bleeding Need 
of Fortification; on which he was ſo intent, that he ſeemed 
deaf to all Things beſides. That we call Char/es-Fort, he 
intended, if poſſible, to make impregnable; and to erect an- 
other Fort over againſt it, to agree with it in rrength, and 
to communicate. Pole-Fort he allo deſigned to be made as 
ſtrong as the other; becauſe it looks into and commands the 
Town. He likewiſe had begun a Bulwark on that Part of 
the Town next the Sand-hills, which if finiſhed, would have 
.commanded both them and the Strand towards old 7 zngts, 
and have alſo guarded the watering Place for the Sheps. 
As to ſmaller Forts upon the On#-/znes, (of which he had 
builr ſome, and -intended more) though he never thought 
they would be able long to withitand an Enemy, yet he fore- 
ſaw they would ſerve a while to divert one. 
As to the great and magnificent Enterprize of the Mole, 
he judiciouſly approved it: Yet ſaw it would be loaden with 
Difficulties, continually ſubject to Diſaſters, and that it 
would exhauſt a vaſt Exchequer. He was not very forward 
ro 
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to have the Mole begun, till the Town was ſo well fortified, 
as that it might bid Defiance not only to the Moor, but eve- 
ry other Enemy. For he knew the World would grow very 
jealous of ſo great and important a York. And what Prince 
(fave our own, whom God preſerve) would not labour to 
have it diſappointed, to prevent that powerful Imfluence 

which it was like to have upon the moſt advantageous Trade 
in the World? Oc. 

Forgive me, Sir, if ſenſe of Lee, tedious renders me 
abrupt; and that my Love to Tangier makes me ſhut up all 
in this humble Requeſt, vg. That you would improve 
your Poſt for the Preſer vation thereof. Which I ſhall not 
deſpair of, when I ſee a ſecond Teviot ſent to remove all the 
Scruples of that naturally jealous People, the Moors; b 
aſſuring them how his Majeſty intends nothing bur a juſt, 
friendly, and laſting Commerce: And that he is ſo far from 
taking from them any Parcel of their Fields by Violence, 
that he is ready to give them Satisfaction for ſo many Acres 
as may ſuffice the Conveniencies of his City and Gariſon of 
Tangzer, and enable him to compleat the Mole, and ſuitable

Certain it is, that the Rntherfurds 
were a Race of very gallant and brave Men, and, as ſuch, 
always employed in the Incurſions made upon England by 
the Earls and Lords of Dong/as. The firſt of the Famil 
we find mentioned, in authentick Vouchers, is Nicolaus t 
Rutherfard, or of that Ilk, one of the great Barons in the 
County of Roxburgh, who {wore Fealty to King Edward I. 
in the Bond of Submiſſion called, The Ragman Roll. 
Next is Alimer de Rutherfurd, who in like Manner ſwears 
Allegiance to that Prince. The learned and judicious Hiſto- 
rian, Dr. Fohn Barber Archdean of Aberdeen, in his Hiſto- 
ry of King Robert Bruce, narrating the valiant Atchieve- 
ments of thoſe Heroes who ſtood up for the Sovereignty: 
and Independence of their Country, and the Right of that 
renowned Prince to the Crown, mentions Sir Robert Ru- 
therfurd, who ſignalized himſelf in the. Eng/ih War, inſo- 
much that his Memory will be reyered by lateſt Poſterity. 

In the Days of Robert III. Richard Rutherfurd Lord of 
that Ilk, made a very bright Figure; and James Ruther- 
urd of Rutherfurd was frequently employed by King 
James II. in managing and concluding Treaties with the.

The Earl dying without Iſſue, Sir Thomas Rutherfurd of 
Hunthill, though a very remote Relation, merely on Ac- 
count of the Name, by the Earl's Teſtament, dated 29th 
December 1662, ſucceeded to his Eſtate and Dignity of Lord 
Rutherfurd, and ke and his two Brothers, Lords Archibald 
and Robert, having {eyerally incurred the Irritancies con- 
rained in the Earl's Deſtination, and dying without lawful 
Iſſue, the Title and Honour of Lord R#therfurd legally de- 
volved upon the Earl's Grand-nephew, John Durie of 
Grange, his Heir ſerved, gth September 1671, and retour- 
ed. 14th. September ſaid Year, and are preſently enjoyed by 
George. Lord Rutherfurd his San and Heir, who is likewiſe 
ſerved, 1ſt November 1733, and, retoured, 17th January
